The cities .also inanagc and ojicrate a good 
many of the publie service institutions. .And tliercforc a vacation of 
tw.i weeks with full pay would rcacli very many (s^rsous of the labor¬ 
ing class.

Ouite full replies have ireen made to these ipicstions by members 
of the IlanduIs-K.amituT (Cliamhcr of Comnverce) 01 Berlin. 

Tlie diriftors of the Handels-Kammcr rc|)ort tliat the great 
majority of the pri\’ately owned industries give no sort of summer va¬ 
cation whatever, and that many factory owners declare that they do 
not intend to give any such vacations in tiic future, no matter what 
the state or the citv may.do. Some complain that the influence of the 
■state is very pernicious. ' 

Only a comparatively small number of private firms had intro¬ 
duced sunmicr vacations in their factories in the last two orthrceyears, 
Tlte extent of the vacation, according to their report, dejicnds on the 
length of service and varies greatly. In some cases it is only a few 
ilays- In others it is two or three weeks. It de|>cnds upon tire yesiri 
of’ service and the kind of work done by the factory. In some in¬ 
stances, for example, according to these answers, the workman gets A 
vacation of eight days after three years service, of ten days after five 
years service, and of fourteen days after ten years service. For the 
inost jiart, conditiims determine the vacations- In a few cases, the un¬ 
ions have stipulated for a vacation when making a contract with the 
firm.

Tht rejioTt of the directors of the (.'hanilicr of Commerce of Ber¬ 
lin gives great prominence to the question of the influence of the sum-, 
mer vacation for workingmen on the relations between coiploycr and 
empioycc.

Con¬ 
sistency thou art a jewel! 

The explanation is easy. The 
two great (Kiets have reniaineil re- 
.«I)cctable, whereas I’aiiic was set 
upon aiiii turned into an ogre aiul 
a bogey by the Puritanical wiicb- 
Imniers of his day in »hc hope that 
the people would Ik- airaid to read 
his_ writings on the subject of re¬ 
ligion. And Teddy is little enough 
to jo.n those out-of-ilatc character 
assassins. 

New Zealand is not perfect, by 
.•iny means, but tha* is not the ques¬ 
tion. The question is whether it 
lias progressed and is progrcs.-ing 
toward the rule of the workers 
faster than other countries, and on 
this jioint we cannot do very much 
scoffing at New Zealand. Its pe»>- 
ple are certainly trying, aiul the 
woril people, in this instance, in¬ 
cludes the workers. Tom Mann, 
an old Socialist war horse of F-Ing- 
land, is now a resident of the little 
island nation, talks very cheerfully, 
of the future of Labor (here. Whcii 
a Socialist is hopeful tliere is gen¬ 
erally reason for it. .Among other 
things he says; 

"It so happened that, beginning 
with January, 1902, both New Zea¬ 
land and Great Britain began work¬ 
ing under new conditions priHluceel 
by the extension of their respective 
factory acts. And while the actual 
cliangcs brought about by tlio new 
act in the colony are prob¬ 
ably considerably less than at 
home, the colonial act is, as might 
lie expected, considerably in ad¬ 
vance of that of Great Britain. For 
a long time several combines have 
provided that the hours of labor 
of various sections of state em¬ 
ployes shall be fixed at forty-eight 
hours a week, but I do not know 
of any country tliat has provided 
in a factory act that the hours of 
adult labor shall not exceed forty- 
eight per week until New Zealand 
did it with the act that came into 
effect as stated. In various parts 
regulations have lieeii legally en¬ 
forced that resulted in men work¬ 
ing not more than forty-eight hours 
weekly, but it is, I believe, a new 
departure in industrial regulation 
to fix definitely the hours of men 
by law, as is now done in New Zea¬ 
land.- Section 18 of the said act

Tbeu 
employers very wisely claim that the hateful attitude of the woiUng- 
me-i to the employers was the product of a variety of causes end that 
therefore it was impossible to d^ermine the effect of one measure, lik* 
granting them a summer vacation. . 

Tlie.sc employers hold that the summer vacation for workingmen 
had a good effect, in respect to the employers’ benefit, and that 
it was therefore not to be regarded as a sacrifice at all, even .‘rom thn 
standpoint of the employers.

Now the German Socialist papers—which in Germany include 
about the entire labor press—-sharplv criticise these answers. Thw 
bring out that the laborer’s side of the matter has not been consid¬ 
ered at all, nor tlic higher standpoint of thd welfare of thw nation, 
which after all depends upon a strong and heahhy laboring class. 
'The Socialist papers demand tliat this question be discussed from a 
national hygienic standpoint, and from the standpoinirrof the just 
rights of the workingman. They scorn the bcnevolenqe of the caud- 
ulist class, and laugh at the idea that the granting of the paid vacatkm 
can in any way abolish class feeling of the workingmen against thfr 
capitalist class. 

Yet they admit that the wi-rkingmen will appreciate concession*, 
from wraplm-ers without softening their other demands for that rw- 
son. But if the capitalist class imagines foi one moment that br 
granting workingmen vacations for a week or two, the proletariat vffl 
be made 'iorile. then that is a forlorn hope.

The American trade union -novement has not yet consittered the 
DToblcm of summer vacations for workingmen at all. At least we 
lOtve not heard any insunce of anv trade union demanding a 
summer vacation of two weeks with pay from the owners of thW 
factory. Hut we ought also to remember that in Germany, on account 
of its more moderate dimate, vacations are not so necessary as ia 
America, where the summer’s heat is very oppressive. Yet in Oerraany, 
the employers themselves are discussing it- 'That is the influence of a 
strong Socialist movement. 

And it seems reasonable that what is so gcneral’y conceded to 
derks and office help should nb less be the right of a factory hand 
and of workers in the building trades. The right to a vacation during 
the summer months ought to be made the demand of every trade un-,^ 
ion alongside of the ifemand for higher wages, and shorter h-vira of" 
labor. • 

As a matter of fact, the summer VLcalion is far more necessary 
for the factory worker than for the bank clerk. And we all know 
that every capitalist and his family take a vacation for all summer. 
But, of course, the workingmen of this country would have to fight be¬ 
fore the capitalist das* can lie made to "uniterstand" this. 

In order to be able wi make this bght effectively, the isofldng 
cla-ss itself must be con -ineej of the necessity of summer vacatiou. 
This may be a “new one" for .America, but as wc have seen,, it is a gen¬ 
eral dcmanil in Germany. .And it caiuiot hurt our trade union move-.

When you enter such a room 
you are struck by the look of the 
children. They, do not run about 
and shout; they sit on the floor, 
five, six, ami more in each room;

listlessly playing with some dirty 
old rags." 

And this is but a btiei glimpse. 
The sum total of the misery, the un¬ 
certainty and the apprehension of 
the lives of these brave peofite 
would be unendurable to your 
average person of ease in America.

Competition has wiped 
out competltioii. Production on a large scale makes monopoly a 
necessary condition. The trust and the monopoly are here, whether, 
we wish it or not The only question is whether they shall be 
public or private monopolies. 

Private mc-nopoly is a curse to the nation. Thus we 
see the coal trust making untold millions out of the-sufferinc. 
of the poor, the oil trust piling i^ the greatest fortune the wond 
has ever seen u|iiin the rum of innumerable small dealers and in de¬ 
fiance of all laws and courts of justice, the meat trust sending 
thousands of un>u.spccting human beings to an early grave by selling 
diseased meat simply to make dividends and heap up millions, .Similar 
statements couhl be proven against all the other trusts. 

Therefore the Social-Democratic party demands that the prtxluc- 
tion of this country shall be taken away from the control of a small 
number of irres”onsiblc men whose only aim is to exploit us to the 
last limit of our endurance, without regard to human life or welfare.

The New Vork IVorKt says that 
the Austrian Socialist*, have at lost 
practically attained universal equal 
suffrage and they are preparing for 
the coming election with the cer¬ 
tainty of a great increase in the So¬ 
cialist representations in the Rcichs- 
rath. 'ITie great cities un^ the 
new apportionr;'.ciit will receive a 
considerable increase in tlie niindirt' 
of representatives.
